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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that not all features of claim 1 
are disclosed or suggested by the reference, but fails to say which feature(s) is not disclosed or taught. Vicard teaches ref. value stored in 
storage means (col. 3, lines 20-30, i.e. semiconductor storage device). The feature that the user "will not be conscious of the security 
function" is not claimed. The key is input from externally, but an intermediate value (IV) is generated, and then this IV is used (see claim 1, 
and col. 3, lines 30-67). The IV value is stored and then used, clearly anticipating the chip-key being stored in the storage means. 
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
